A friend who attended the young man 


during his brief illness, wrote the follow- 
ing letter to a mourning friend of the 
dead, who resides near Decatur: 


As the nearest and dearest friend of W. 


H. Hall, of this city, it becomes my faith- 
ful duty to inform you of his departure 
from this life to-day, March 10,1880, after 
three weeks' illness of pneumonia. At 
first his condition was serious, but not 
alarming. 
The surgeon of the college, 


one of the best physicians in the state, 
was called to treat him. But alas! of no 
avail. Every care and attention that were 
possible was shown him. I was with him 
on Sunday. He seemed much better than 
he had been some days previous. But 
this Tuesday afternoon a messenger came 
for me to render the last service that man 
would ever perform for poor Will, viz;., 
to prepare his poor lifeless body for the 
casket. Exactly as he had breathed out 
his sweet life, so I found him. Nothing 
ghastly, no trace or sign of suffering. 
Nothing appalling, as if he had sunk into 
a sweet and refreshing sleep, there he lay. 
Was he prepared to die? 
If faitt In 


Christ Jesus was an element in favor of 
such preparation, he was. Amid all trials 
of his hard life he never lost that gentle 
faith. If to be upright and just to his 
f ellowmen is a virtue, if charity covers 
a multitude of sins, place these to his 
credit. No cry of distress from any liv- 
ing thing fell upon his ear unheeded. Hia 
was a religion of the heart and hand—not 
of the lips. Everybody liked him because 
he liked everybody and had a kind word 
for all 
They who knew him best loved 


Him most. His great ambition seemed to 
be the acquirement of knowledge. That 
ambition cost him his life. 


His birth place was in Lawrence county, 


Ohio March 3d, 1853. His brother and 
Bister are still living there; his parents 
are buried there, and there is the place for 
his interment.
